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Resident riles up board, town manager

WILMINGTON — Last 
week’s Select Board meet- 
ing ended in a great up- 
set, and the contents of 
the last few minutes 
caught the attention of 
millions. Videos of the 
meeting have been posted 
on Facebook and TikTok, 
and articles have been 
posted online about it 
from Boston 25 News and 
the UK Daily Mail. 

The video caught me- 
dia and public attention 
out of expletives exchan- 
ged by Select Board 


member Lilia Maselli to 
resident Kevin MacDon- 
ald. 

Just before the end of 
the meeting on Oct. 11, 
Chair Gary DePalma and 
Maselli went back and 
forth with MacDonald. 

The comment began 
with a claim from Mac 
Donald that a Wilming- 
ton firefighter had to re- 
tire due to complications 
from the COVID-19 vac- 
cine, though MacDonald 
stated he did not know 
the name of the firefight- 
er. He asked Town Mana- 
ger Jeff Hull if he re- 
quired town employees to 


get the COVID-19 vaccine 
in order to keep their jobs. 

Hull merely stated the 
board members as well as 
himself had no respon- 
sibility to reply to ques- 
tions that night; the time 


“was just for residents to 


offer comments. 

While only Maselli is 
featured in the viral vi- 
deo, DePalma also re- 
sponded to MacDonald 
multiple times during this 
comment period to warn 
him against raising his 
voice and attacking any 
of the board members. 

With his question unan- 
swered, MacDonald then 


asked Maselli a number of 
targeted questions about 
her employer, Analog De- 


vices. He surmised that 
her employer places the 
Wilmington Fire Depart- 
ment at risk and asked 
her multiple times to 
speak on their behalf. 


MacDonald sarcastical- 


ly thanked the board for 
listening and paying at- 
tention to his concerns. 
He next he told Maselli to 
“go eat some ice cream.” 


Maselli responded, “Why 


don’t you go (expletive) 
yourself.”

Select Board approve polling location change

WILMINGTON — The 
Select Board meeting on 
Tuesday, Oct. 10 featured 
a moment of silence, a 
polling location update, 
and communications and 
requests. 

Select Board member 
Greg Bendel led the board 
in a moment of silence in 
honor of the passing of 
Charlie’ Lyons, former 
Shawsheen Tech superin- 
tendent. 

“He was a great boss but 
he was also my friend,” he 
shared. 

Bendel mentioned that 
Lyons was a fierce advo- 
cate for the school and for 
vocational education in 
general along with being 


a great partner to the 
Town of Wilmington. 

Reading Municipal Light 
Department System En- 
gineer Peter Price ex- 
plained that the request by 
RMLD and Verizon Wire- 
less to relocate 12 poles 
and locate one pole on 
Lowell Street was in con- 
junction with the Mass 
DOT project taking place 
at Lowell Street and Wo- 
burn Street. 

Town Manager Jeff Hull 


provided that this work 


would assist in the ongo- 
ing construction project. 
He included that the De- 
partment of Public Works 
would place a series of 
three-week projections on 
the website. 

Kevin Caira asked if the 
poles would be in the side- 


walk. Price replied saying 
most would be located be- 
hind the sidewalk, and 
they would all be in com- 
pliance with the ADA. The 
board voted to approve 
the request. 

Town Clerk Liz Lawren- 
son presented a request to 
move the voting location 
for precincts three: and 
four to the high school 
temporarily. She explain- 
ed there was concern for 
voting at town hall in 2024 
due to expected traffic, es- 
pecially for the presiden- 
tial election. The high 
school would be ADA com- 
pliant, allow them to re- 
serve 55 parking spaces 
for voters, and provide the 
ability to separate the two 
precincts and isolate vot- 
ers from the student body. 


However, the construc- 
tion of the new town hall/ 
school administration buil- 
ding may limit parking 
and require an additional 
detail officer. Voters would 
use the gym and students 
would not be able to use 
the gym while voting is in 
session. Some of the other 
buildings considered, like 
the 4th of July building 
and the senior center, in- 
volved more challenges 
with parking and con- 
struction. 

Lawrenson described her 
plan to use a post card 
along with an online no- 
tice to notify affected vot- 
ers of the change in loca- 
tion along with an e-alert. 
They would also change 
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Select Board offers feedback on 
multi-family housing district

WILMINGTON — Last 
Tuesday night, Oct. 10, Di- 
rector of Planning and 
Conservation Valerie Ging- 
rich presented the current 
plan for the multi-family 
as of right zoning district 
to be proposed for Town 
Meeting approval. 

Gingrich reminded the 
board the district is re- 
quired by Massachusetts 
General Law Section 3A, 
enacted in 2021, along 
with final guidelines from 
the Executive Office 
of Housing and Livable 
Communities. 

“The ‘goal [of this law] 
was to combat the state’s 
housing crisis by allow- 
ing more housing near 
transit,” she explained. 

What’s required of Wil- 


mington is to create a 
zoning district at least 50 
acres in size, with a ca- 
pacity for 1,248 units, 
half of which is within a 
half a mile of a train sta- 
tion, with a minimum 
gross density of 15 units 
per acre by the end of 
2024. Gingrich also re- 
minded the board that 
this is mandatory. — 

She explained this in- 
volves establishing a zon- 
ing area, and it doesn’t 
affect or depend on what 
is present in the area 
today. However, they do 
want to ensure that any 
multi-family develop- 
ments currently in the 
area of the proposed zon- 
ing district retain their 
affordability. 

If the zoning require- 
ments allow for certain 
height thresholds, for ex- 


ample, the current build- 
ings’ compliance would 
call into question the af- 
fordability. She display- 
ed that setting the dis- 
trict to allow a height 
maximum of 35 feet or 
three stories would keep 
most of the develop- 
ments noncompliant. 
Gingrich next shared 
the results of the commu- 
nity survey that her de- 
partment sent out to res- 
idents. Per resident feed- 
back, the district should 
set a three-story maxi- 
mum height, keep open 
space and setbacks con- 
sistent with current re- 
quirements, require two 
parking spaces per unit 
(but 1.5 is OK closer to 
the train station), require 
15 percent affordable 
housing with multi-fami- 
ly developnient, and re- 


quire design standards 
and site plan review. 

Regarding a_ ground 
floor commercial use re- 
quirement, she said that 
the results were split. 
The. HLC confirmed this 
would be allowed in these 
districts, but there may 
be no parking require- . 
ment for the commercial 
use. Respondents largely 
said in the survey they’d 
still support the commer- 
cial use requirement. 

As for the area where 
the zoning district would 
be proposed, she high- 
lighted Main Street with- 
in a half mile of the train 
station and an area on 
West Street. Out of areas 
suggested by the survey, 
many had environmental 
issues or lacked appro-

WILMINGTON — Super-

most recent meeting. He 
explained that his inten- 
tion was to provide a 
framework closely model- 
ing that of the Depart- 
ment of Education for the 
evaluation of school su- 
perintendents. This  sys- 
tem involves the identifi- 
cation of goals to help 
guide the evaluation of 
performance. 

He also followed the De- 
partment of Education’s 
recommended number of 
goals and focus indicators. 

He stated to the commit- 
tee that none of his goals 
specifically reference the 
newly approved strategic

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plan or the Wildwood Mas- 
sachusetts School Building 
Authority project. He also 
shared that he hasn’t pro- 
posed a goal around stu- 
dent transportation, but 
he understands the dis- 
trict needs to decide how 
to proceed in that area. 

He asked the committee 
for feedback in creating 
goals they would be com- 
fortable with moving for- 
ward. 

His first goal has to do 
with instructional leader- 
ship. This goal was creat- 
ed, Brand said, out of a 
desire to seek assurances 
they have the best instruc-

tional leadership through- 
out all the schools in town. 
He mentioned this item 
would continue to be front 
and center through the 
transition into a new school. 
School Committee mem- 
ber Mike Mercaldi. com- 
mented that he liked this 
goal but asked how it 
would connect to the stra- 
tegic plan. Brand said it 
was possible to intersect. 
“There’s an immense 
challenge with ensuring 
instructional leadership 
appropriate to support and 
lead each school,” he con- 
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by Maselli are still re- 
vealing themselves a 
week later. 

A source shared a call 
placed to all town em- 
ployees following the 
meeting, where the town 
warned employees about 
the balance to maintain 
when interacting with 
members of the public. 
The notice said that all 
department heads were 
provided with a copy of 
training to be viewed 
ahead of any future inter- 
action with the public or 
with the media.

Hull released media 
statements to several me-

Maselli replied to a 
request from the Town 
Crier that she had no fur- 
ther comment at this . 
time. 


Select Board, again, 
chooses temporary 


town manager

WILMINGTON — Af- 
ter the previous meeting 
where the Select Board 
approved Public Buil- 
dings . Superintendent 
George Hooper to be the 
temporary town manag- 
er, the agenda for their 
meeting on Tuesday, 
Oct. 10 included a vote 
on a new candidate. 

Chair Gary DePalma 
stated, after a memo 
from the permanent 
town manager screening 
committee was reviewed, 
Hooper removed his name 
from consideration. No 
reason for doing so was 
provided by the board in 
their meeting. 

The board considered 
the appointment of an- 
other temporary town 
manager, contingent on 
successful negotiations. 

DePalma said he want- 
ed to see the board take 
the original request and 
responses, and move 
through the candidates 
only if negotiations ne- 
cessitate. 

_ Kevin Caira disagreed, 


saying he saw the vote . 


that night as-a new pro- 
cess for the selection of 
the temporary town ma- 
nager. He made a motion 
to appoint Veterans Ser- 
vices Director Lou Cim- 
aglia as temporary town 
manager. 

Frank West gave credit 
to Cimaglia, referring to 
him as a capable depart- 
ment head and a good 
and faithful town em- 
ployee. 

“I’m disappointed that 
this process has taken as 
long as it has,” he said. 

He reminded the board 
again they originally re- 
quested a letter of inter- 
est only from Assistant 
Town Manager Susan 
Inman, then they tried 
to have the permanent 
screening committee sug- 
gest a candidate, they in- 
vited interested depart- 
ment heads to apply, and 
at that time they voted in 
Hooper. 

West asked who would 
take over as acting Vet- 


erans Services Director 


if Cimaglia were nomi- 
nated, as all of the pre- 
viously considered can- 
didates had someone 
naturally in place to do 
so. Cimaglia, present in 
the audience, responded 
that his office would be 
prepared to take up the 
extra work. 


West went on to repeat 
that he believed the cur- 
rent assistant town man- 
ager was in this role in 
order to serve as tempo- 
rary town manager when 
the current town manag- 
er is out of office. 

“I’ve talked to ‘several 
town department heads 
and they told me that 
they have no issue with 
[Inman],” he continued. 

He then asked the town 
manager the same ques- 
tion, and Hull said he 
had. no issues with In- 
man either. 

Lilia Maselli comment- 
ed that simply being an 


- assistant to the town 


manager doesn’t mean 
someone is fit to take on 
the full role. 

“In my opinion, I 
don’t think [Inman] has 
enough experience,” she 
said. “I don’t think she’s 
been here long enough... 
I think we have to get the 
right person in here.” 

Maselli established that 
she likes Inman, but she 
doesn’t feel she should 
just automatically get 
the temporary position 
or that she is ready to 
serve in that role. She 
urged the board to take a 
vote that night on a dif- 
ferent candidate. 

West referenced In- 
man’s time working as 
assistant town manager 
for 18-20 months along 
with her previous role 
where she worked in the 
town government of Glou- 
cester for 10 years. Caira 
pointed out Inman only 
served as assistant town 
manager there for less 
than.a year. 

Caira named what he 
believed any of the other 
candidates had over In- 
man including more ex- 
perience working with 
the town budget and 
knowing the town well 
due to their long service 
to the town and their 
residency in town. 

When West pointed out 
Hull doesn’t live in town, 
Caira suggested he didn’t 
like that fact. 

Greg Bendel said he 
was disappointed to learn 
that Hooper removed his 
name. He _ established 
that all of the candidates 
are fine individuals and 
many of them could 
serve the town well as 
temporary town manag- 
er. He agreed the board 
should vote that night.

Third Party Designee: Designates a person on the

Authorizes the IRS to disclose the 
taxpayer’s tax info to a person the taxpayer brings into a 
phone call or meeting with the IRS about a specific tax issue. 

Even with an authorized third party representing

cess for the new Wildwood 
School, enrollment, and 
school improvement plans. 

He first shared that the 
high school received a 
certificate from the Mas- 
sachusetts Special Olym- 
pics Association declaring 
it a 2022-2023 Special Ol- 
ympics Massachusetts 
Unified Champion School. 
He said this award is 
given to schools for em- 
bracing diversity, promot- 
ing equity, and empow- 
ering students. 

He gave a shoutout to 
the collective efforts of 
staff, students, and com- 
munity members who put 
the event together annual- 
ly. 

Regarding the MSBA 


process, he said the edu- 
cational visioning process 
underway was comple- 
mented by recent elemen- 
tary school tours by 25 
individuals. They visited 
elementary schools in 
Westboro, Northbridge, 
Acton-Boxboro, Lexing- 
ton, and Lincoln to see 
what new elementary 
school construction can 
look like and share ideas 
for the development pro- 
cess. 

Jesse Fennelly asked 
why these schools were 
chosen in particular, and 
the answer Brand gave 
was due to geography, 
travel time, and being 
built in the past three or 
SO years. 


He went on to share the 
2023-2024 unofficial enroll- 
ment numbers. The total 
students this year was 
2,761, a change from last 
year by 25 students. This 
showed a 71 percent reten- 
tion rate of students be- 
tween 8th and 9th grade. 

“Historically, that reten- 
tion rate has ebbed and 
flowed considerably over 
the last 10 years,” Brand 
highlighted from the data 
provided. 

He also included num- 
bers from Billerica and 
Tewksbury to compare to 
Wilmington. 

High school representa- 


tive Maddie Benoit noted — 


the retention rate was 
helped by efforts from 


high school groups to 
reach out to build relation- 
ships with middle school- 
ers. 

Mike Mercaldi asked if 
the state was seeing dis- 
trict enrollment decline 
overall, and Brand con- 
firmed that to be the case. 

Dr. Jenn Bryson wonder- 
ed if they had any data on 
why students were trans- 
ferring back in from the 
Shawsheen Tech. Brand 
said the data was anecdot- 
al, but it could be ex- 
plored further. 

Chair David Ragsdale 
explained that Massachu- 
setts losing population 
would lead to fewer fami- 
lies enrolling in public 
schools for education. Jay

Samaha also mentioned 
that Wilmington’s median 
household income increa- 
sing at a much higher 
rate than other towns 
could be a reason why 
more students enroll in 
private education. 

Brand provided a time- 
line for the school im- 
provement plans to be de- 
veloped by school princi- 
pals, which he was setting 
later than usual, into 
December. He said the 
principals have started 
their work to create these 
plans in line with the 
goals of the strategic plan.

2022-2023 MCAS results: 
town making substantial 
progress at 51 percent

WILMINGTON — Assis- 
tant Superintendent Chris- 
tine Elliott shared the 
MCAS results from 2022- 
2023 at the Oct. 11 School 
Committee meeting. She 
began by explaining the 
district received an ac- 
countability rating again, 
since these were brought 
back online, as not requir- 
ing assistance or interven- 
tion due to the district’s 
progress. She said their 
progress was considered 
substantial, at 51 percent. 

In the overall English- 
Language Arts results for 
students across the entire 
district, she showed that 49 
percent of students were 
proficient — either meet- 
. ing or exceeding expecta- 
tions — which was the 
same as the prior year but 
four percent higher than 
the state average. 

She then displayed the 
results by school. Separa- 
ting students on IEPs and 
504 plans, they showed 20 
percent proficient and 25 
percent below the state 
‘ average of all students 
(not those only on IEPs or 
504 plans). The data show- 
ed that grade 10 students 
with disabilities closed the 
gaps shown in students 
grades 3-8. 

Scores from all students 
by gender showed females 
as 52 percent proficient in 
ELA with a decline of two 
percent from the previous 
year, and males scored 45 
percent proficient with an 
increase from last year. 

For low-income students, 
they, showed 31 percent 
proficient, and only 10 per- 
cent of English learners 
were rated proficient. 

In math, overall students 
were 55 percent proficient 
with a one_ percent in- 
crease from last year. 
Those on IEPs and 504 
plans were 25 percent pro- 


ficient compared to all stu- 
dents, and students with 
disabilities in grades 3-8 
were 15 percent proficient 
and 49 percent partially 
meeting expectations. 

She displayed scores by 
race and by gender, with 
52 percent of females pro- 
ficient and 58 percent of 
males scoring proficient. 
Just 30 percent of low-in- 
come students scored pro- 
ficient and 25 percent of 


English learners scored 


proficient. 

With science MCAS, they 
saw 48 percent of students 
in grades 5 and 8 profi- 
cient, 20 percent of stu- 
dents in grades 5 and 8 on 
IEPs and 504s proficient, 
and 14 percent proficient 
among students in grades 
5 and.8 with disabilities. 

By gender, the students 
in grades 5 and 8 were 45 
percent proficient in fe- 
males and 52 percent for 
males. This past year was 
the first time that all 
freshmen students took 
the biology MCAS, and the 
scores reflected little dis- 
crepancy by gender. 

Chair David Ragsdale 
suggested the committee 
be careful about interpret- 
ing the subgroup break- 
downs because in some 
cases the number of stu- 
dents in that subgroup is 
very small, such as with 
the 9th grade science 
MCAS scores. 

Elliott went on to say 
that the district is in the 
preliminary stages of 
working through plans for 
improvement. She report- 
ed the district leadership 
team met to complete the 
root cause analysis proto- 
col and identify areas for 
improvement. She men- 
tioned the Curriculum Im- 
provement Time day on 
Oct. 25 would be focused 
on MCAS: analysis, with a 
presentation at each grade 
level. She also said the 
middle school held all of 


their data meetings, shar- 
ing grade-specific data 
and universal screening 
assessment data ahead of 
those meetings. The ele- 
mentary schools were only 
halfway through their re- 
spective meetings. 

Other efforts taking place 
included the literacy pilot 
for grades k-5, to be im- 
plemented in full next fall, 
along with increasing 
training for teachers, ad- 
ding a literacy universal 
screener for grades k-5, 
adding a math universal 
screener at the middle 
school, and establishing 
more English language 
staff and student success 
teams. 

Jay Samaha shared that 
he appreciated the efforts 
being made not based 
only on MCAS scores. 

“MCAS isn’t the end-all, 
be-all,” he said. 

He asked if the students 
with disabilities data in- 
cluded students placed out 
of district. Elliott replied 
they excluded those stu- 
dents’ scores from the 
data provided to the com- 
mittee that night. 

He also asked if non- 
binary students were a 
subgroup of scores data, 
and Elliott explained there 
wasn’t a large enough sub- 
group for the data to be 
listed. 

Mike Mercaldi asked for 
more explanation of the 
action steps provided. E]l- 
liott said she would add 
more information. She al- 
so highlighted an upcom- 
ing literacy parent event 
on Nov. 16. 

Turner requested auidi- 
tional comparison data, 
and Dr. Jenn Bryson won- 
dered how Student Sup- 
port Services was partici- 
pating in the data for stu- 
dents with disabilities. 

Ragsdale established that 
the discussion would con- 
tinue at their next meet- 
ing on Oct. 25.

Library programming aims 
to connect young adults

TEWKSBURY — Find- 
ing friends as an adult is 
hard for anyone, but es- 
pecially for young peo- 
ple disconnected from 
peers. Tewksbury Public 
Library is looking to help 
young adults connect to 
the community and each 
other with a new block 
of programs aimed spe- 
cifically at patrons in 
their 20s and 30s. 

Children’s specialist Ha- 
ley Lawrence has been 
working to coordinate 20s 
and 30s programming. 
Lawrence is a West Coast 
transplant to New Eng- 
land, and understands the 
struggles of meeting new 
people as a young adult 
outside of. school and 
work. 

While the library main- 
tains a robust schedule 
of academic and _ infor- 
mational programming, 
Lawrence wanted to pro- 
vide “just fun” program- 
ming for adults. She no- 
ted the often high costs 
of going out and having 
to travel in order to reach 
events geared towards 
young people. 

“In order to make 
friends, you have to 
spend money,” she said. 

Instead, Lawrence 
sought to promote the 
library as a free commu- 
nity resource. 

She highlighted a dis- 
connect with the young 
adult demographic: the 
library has program- 
ming for children and 
teens, but students often 
go to college and don’t 
come back to the library 
until they have their own 
kids. The new program- 
ming block takes event 
ideas popular in bars 
and reimagines them in 
a cost-free, sober-friend- 
ly environment. 

“The library is a re- 
source that we. all pay 
for,” Lawrence explained. 
“I wanted something for 
younger people to have

She emphasized the 
need for a “third place” 
outside of the home and 
workplace where people 
can engage in their com- 
munity without having 
to pay to be there. 

“It should be a modern 
space... it’s become a 
space where people can 
meet other people their 
age and have a good 
time” 

So far, the response has 
been overwhelmingly po- 
sitive. 

“People love it,” Law- 
rence said, noting that 
the library is focusing on 
collecting constructive 
feedback from _partici- 
pants to improve future 
programs. 

There’s great demand 
for longer, unstructured 
programs that give peo- 
ple time to interact and 
get to know each other — 
consequently, events like 
Brunch and Board Games 
and Dungeons & Dragons 
nights have been popular. 
The programming block 
has developed a_ loyal 
group of regulars, and 
Lawrence says that new- 
comers — whether alone 
or with friends — are al- 
ways welcome and en- 
gaged in events. 

Perhaps most signifi- 
cantly, people who met 
at events are now coa- 
lescing around common 
interests and organizing 
their own meetups out- 
side of library programs. 
. “We’re trying to build 
connections that can 
continue to form into 
relationships with people 
in the community,” Law- 
rence said. 

Lawrence runs the li- 
brary’s 20s and 30s group 
on Meetup, a social me- 
dia platform that helps 
people organize events 
and gatherings for people 
with similar interests. 
Participants can sign up 
and use the website or 
app to get updates on 
future programs. 

The library also has a 


newsletter specifically for 
20s and 30s events. Law- 
rence is focusing on de- 
veloping outreach oppor- 
tunities and partnerships 
with local businesses and 
organizations and obtain- 
ing funding aimed at the 
demographic. 

Also popular is the 
Pints and Pages Book 
Club, a joint effort be- 
tween the Tewksbury and 
Wilmington libraries to 
bring young adults to- 
gether. The group meets 
on the first Thursday of 
every other month for a 
book discussion offsite, 
rotating between differ- 
ent restaurants and bars. 

Lawrence recently team- 
ed up with library cleri- 
cal assistant Kate Jen- 
nings to develop the con- 
cept for the recent Bar- 
bie Party, inspired by 
Greta Gerwig’s -megahit 
“Barbie” film. Jennings 
emphasized that the con- 
cept was both popular 
and “perfectly geared 
toward the demograph- 
ie 

Jennings constructed a 
giant pink Barbie photo 
booth, mixed up movie- 
themed mocktails, and 
decked out the room: in 
pink decor and Barbie 
memorabilia. Attendees 
got to decorate cupcakes, 
make their own friend- 
ship bracelets, and play 
Barbie trivia. 

Sisters Jenna and Ken- 
dra Fontannay, original- 
ly from Billerica, learn- 
ed about the event online 
and signed up to meet 
other young profession- 
als in the area. 

“We ‘were wanting to 
meet people our age in 
an event that wasn't go- 
ing out to a bar,” said 
Jenna Fontannay. “This 
was something different 
and fun, and we wanted 
to check it out!”

priate area. 

However, a piece of Dem- 
ing Way could be added to 
the district in order to help 
create the unit capacity 
needed and allow for the 
commercial use require- 
ment on Main Street which 
would remove some capac- 
ity. Deming Way would 
have the lowest parking 
space requirement at 1.25, 
with 1.5 on Main Street, 
and two spaces per unit 
required on West Street. 

Kevin Caira commented, 
“It seems silly that the 
state wants more housing 
choice but aren’t making 
it be affordable.” 

Gingrich mentioned that 
she’s aiming for the Plan- 
ning Board to review the 
final draft text and loca- 
tion at their next meeting 
so she can present to the 
state on Nov. 8. From 


there, they’d await the 
state’s review for feedback 
to prepare for the Town 
Meeting starting in Febru- 
ary. 

Caira suggested adding 
apartment complexes in- 
cluding Rachel Way and 1 
Church Street into the 
zone. Gingrich explained 
the law requires the dis- 
trict be contiguous for half 
of the required area, and 
that there’s no need to 
expand to additional areas. 

Greg Bendel asked when 
a resident would be noti- 
fied their house is includ- 
ed in the potential district. 
Gingrich said she would 
notify affected residents 
but didn’t have an idea of 
exactly when. 

Bendel also wondered 
whether Gingrich was go- 
ing to send out a follow-up 
survey with these more 
specific ideas. Gingrich 
said she would engage a 


campaign to inform resi- 
dents so they can be 
aware and start asking 
questions, and a survey 
was an option. 
Lilia Maselli clarified for 
residents that no one is 
being kicked out of their 
homes as part of this pro- 
posed district. She also 
asked about whether sew- 
er access would impact 
capacity. Gingrich replied 
saying the state’s model 
doesn’t consider things 
like sewer, so it doesn’t 
matter if the complete 
unit capacity isn’t techni- 
cally buildable for that 
reason. 

“We don’t actually have 
to create that number of 
units,” Gingrich contin- 


ued. 
Chair Gary DePalma 
commented he disliked the 


actions of the state and 
the attorney general pro- 
viding a mandate. How- 


ever, he said what Ging- 
rich supposed was accept- 
able. 

Caira noted that most of 

the area was being creat- 
ed near the Wilmington 
train station and none 
near the North Wilming- 
ton station, suggesting the 
area be spread out further 
to discourage developers 
from attempting to create 
the full unit capacity with- 
out a special permit re- 
quirement. 
_ Gingrich answered high- 
lighting that people seem- 
ed to prefer the Main 
Street area as part of the 
zoning district over the 
Jefferson Road area. She 
also said the Jefferson 
Road area includes wet- 
lands, where they want a 
special permit to still be 
required, and it. is sur- 
rounded by residential 
properties.

the information in the sec- 
retary of the common- 
wealth’s public database. 

Frank West suggested 
reaching out to the online 
and print publications such 
as the Town Crier and the 
Wilmington Patch as an- 
other communication vehi- 
cle. Lawrenson added that 
Hull proposed using Town 
Topics and the elderly 
services newsletter, too. 
West then proposed putting 
up signs at the old polling 
locations in case voters go 
there unaware of the change. 

Caira asked if they would 
use the cafeteria if school 
wasn’t in session on the 
presidential election date.

explain he submitted his 
name because he felt like 
the town needed him at this 
stage. He attested to the 
fact that the town’s depart- 
ment heads have a good 
relationship and are very 
capable. 

West maintained he could 
not support Cimaglia at 
this time. He suggested 
the board should’ve inter- 
viewed all the candidates 
instead of voting based on 
their perceptions of what 
the candidates know. 

Caira then restated that 
the police and fire chiefs 
were not selected by the 
board due to their vital 
positions in town. 

Bendel suggested the 
board should be mindful 
that the person serving as 
temporary town manager 
may do so for up to six 
months or through the 
budget process. 

The vote for Cimaglia 
passed with one vote op- 
posed from West. 

DePalma lastly establish- 
ed he wanted to see the 
board set up a subcommit- 
tee meeting for negotia- 
tions and a related execu- 
tive session.

Tesla eyes old — 
dealership site 
in Woburn for 


EV showroom / 
service center

Electric vehicle (EV) maker Tesla Inc. 
wants to open its fifth Massachusetts show- 
room on a long-abandoned car dealership 
site off of Washington Street in Woburn off 
I-95. 

Earlier this month, Woburn’s City Coun- 
cil caught its first glimpse of the Texas- 
based automaker’s plans to construct ia 
50,500 square foot dealership and service 
center on a five-acre parcel at 399 Washing- 
ton St. that was previously home to Crest 
Buick. 

If approved, it would be Tesla’s fifth 
such location in the state, with the closest 
nearby dealership being located at the 
Northshore Mall in Peabody. 

Though car dealerships are allowed 
within the underlying interstate business 
zoning district, a special permit is required 
for any such businesses that will operate 
within a building containing more than 
15,000 square feet. 

During the introductory public hearing 
in Woburn City Hall, Tesla’s development 
team, including Allen & Major Associates 
civil engineer Tim Williams and traffic 
consultant Scott Thornton, contended the 
project will bring little traffic and big-time 
benefits to the community. 

“This site in conjunction with Woburn 
Landing and Woburn Foreign Motors is 
kind of the front door into Woburn from 
this section of Route 128. So the developer 
has put some time into making sure this 
view of the corridor makes the City of 
Woburn proud,” said Williams. 

“It’s not the typical dealership where 
people come in and look at different vehi- 
cle models and are there for two to three 


hours working out financing,” the traffic 
engineer later commented. “Most of the 
purchasing process takes places online. So 
people will pick out their vehicles. They’re 
then notified when the vehicle is ready for 
pickup and they come and get it.” 

City officials like Ward 5 Councilor Dar- 
lene Mercer-Bruen have thus far welcomed 
the redevelopment, which would bring new 
life to a premier commercial property that 
sits adjacent to the popular Woburn Land- 
ing redevelopment and across the street 
from the flagship Woburn Toyota/Woburn 
Foreign Motors dealership that overlooks 
the highway. 

However, Mercer-Bruen, whose district 
includes the entirety of the Washington 
Street corridor to the nearby Reading and 
Stoneham lines, also recognized that the 
redevelopment includes a complicated, 
multi-layered approval process that will in- 
clude the city’s acceptance of a new public 
way, a potential land swap with local 
landowner Cummings Properties, and the 
likely involvement of state transportation 
officials. 

“As we move forward, because there’s so 
much information here, I don’t want us to 
have several different plans in motion at 
the same time. Sometimes, projects this 
big can get away from us if we’re not look- 
ing at all the pieces at once,” she said. 

Based upon preliminary plans submit- 


ted by Tesla, the new dealership building | 


would contain a 7,000 square foot show- 
room, an unspecified number of service 
bay stations, and include an interior ramp- 
ing system that would allow up to 127 vehi- 
cles to be parked on a rooftop parking

“It’s different than say Woburn Toyota. 
The type of service for electric vehicles in- 
cludes software updates, balancing and 
alignment, and minor body work,” Tarby 
said of the auto repairs’ component of the 
business. “The total employee account is 
expected to be 45 people, of which 24 will 
be certified technicians and support staff.” 

“In terms of traffic generation, it’s 
much lower than a typical dealership...60 
vehicle trips per hour on Washington 
Street is not a lot,” later contended Thorn- 
ton, who suggested the average wait at the 
closest signalized intersections to the new 
dealership would jump by no more than 4.5 
seconds. 

So far, city officials are treating those 
traffic projections cautiously. Somewhat 
skeptical of Tesla’s claims, Councilor at- 
large Robert Ferullo Jr., who before being 
elected served as Woburn’s chief of police, 
questioned why so many parking spaces 
were needed if the purchasing process was 
so quick-and-easy.  ~ 

In response, Tesla representative Shane 
Joey suggested that up to 150 of those sur- 
face-level parking spaces will likely be oc- 
cupied with customers’ newly-purchased 
vehicles for an average of five days. He 
also claimed that customers dropping off 
their vehicles for service can expect to 


wait for about three days for the needed re- - 


pairs or software updates to be completed. 

However, he insisted that the amount of 
time a customer spends on the property is 
substantially less than at other dealer- 
ships, as sales are primarily conducted on- 
line. 

“A lot of those parking spaces will be for 
the delivery of vehicles. The average 
[pickup window after] a delivery of a ve-

hicle is five days. So if we we’re doing say 
20 deliveries per day and the average is 
five days for [pickups], that’s 150 stalls. In 
addition to that, you’d have all the cars on 
site that customers already own,” Hoey 
said. 

“So you’re saying you anticipate deliv- 
ering roughly 150 cars per week? That’s 
what your math just said,” Ferullo re- 
sponded. 


In order to be sure of Tesla’s traffic pro-. 


jections, as well as its contentions about 
other potential development impacts, the 
City Council has agreed to retain its own 
peer review team. Those consultants, who 
will be hired at.Tesla’s expense, will be 
tasked with reviewing the developer’s re- 
ports and rendering an opinion as to their 
methodology. 


Access issues 

With the Washington Street corridor 
under the control of the Mass. Department 
of Transportation (MassDOT) and the va- 
cant five-acre parcel situated directly 
across the street from ramps to and from 
I-95 northbound, Tesla’s development team 
is expecting to run into some site access is- 
sues. 

Specifically, as explained by Tarby at 
the recent City Council meeting and dur- 
ing an earlier Woburn Planning Board 
gathering in City Hall last month, 
MassHighway officials have already 
warned a new curb-cut into the dealership 
site will not be allowed from Washington 
Street. 

As aresult, the petitioner is now looking 
to have an adjacent private way, known as 
Tower Park Drive, accepted by the city as 
a public street. 

“What makes this process important is 
access to locations by driveway or private 
easement are prohibited,” the Rubin and 
Rudman law partner said of the city’s zon- 
ing regulations during last month’s Plan- 
ning Board meeting. 

“399 Washington Street’s legal and sole 
frontage is on Washington Street. But it’s 
very doubtful MassDOT would ever allow 
a new curb cut. So what we have is a lot 
that for all practical purposes is not build- 
able because it lacks legal street frontage,” 
he further elaborated. 

In order to establish the required 125- 
feet of required street frontage on a public 
way - and to further create a driveway into 
the Tesla dealership - the carmaker is pro- 
posing to do the following: 

e Add new sidewalks along the private 
way closest to the Chick-fil-A Restaurant

and driveway entrance into the adjacent 
Woburn. Landing site; 

¢ Install granite curbing, grass land- 
scaping areas, and tree planting strips 
along the corridor, which dead-ends near 
an office park owned by Cummings Prop- 
erties; 

¢ Reconfigure the right-of-way so that 
its 22-feet wide and includes two 12-foot 
exit lanes onto Washington Street and one 
entrance that splits into two lanes so that 
vehicles can head to either the Tesla site 
or the Woburn Landing property; 

e And replace existing water sewer and 
sewer lines and drainage system connec- 
tions that are currently buried underneath 
the private way. 

According to Tarby, the history around 
Tower Park Drive is quite controversial, as 
back in 1983, the city oversaw a land taking 
there to facilitate the construction of the 
new highway connections onto Washington 
Street. 

In the years that followed, most as- 
sumed that roadway - though now substan- 
dard under current city regulations - had 
become a public way under the ownership 
of the city. 

But in 2014, after Boston’s Madison 
Properties pitched the Woburn Landing re- 
development of the former W.R. Grace 
site, local leaders learned that taking had 
not been properly recorded. At the time, 
the Boston developer, running into similar

resistance from MassHighway over its pro- 
posed Washington Street curb cuts, looked 
to create an alternative entrance off of 


- Tower Park Drive. 


“On its face, the order [back in 1983] 
showed both Parcel A and Parcel B on the 
taking plan and laid out as a public way,” 
Tarby explained last month. “However, 
fast-forwarding to 2014 in connection to the 
Woburn Landing project, the city solicitor 
was asked whether the property owners at 
Tower Park Drive could avoid going 
through the MassDOT process. [She con- 
cluded] the City Council in 1983 had not fol- 
lowed proper procedures.” 

In yet another obstacle, abutter Cum- 
mings Properties has asked for the city to 
bless a land swap with Tesla, which would 
ensure its nearby office park now complies 
with the city’s requirement that a develop- 
ment have 125-feet of legal street frontage. 
The big Woburn landowner, which man- 
ages a series of office buildings and retail 
plazas along Washington Street, is also ob- 
jecting to the placement of Tesla’s en- 
trance so close to its building. 

However, the only other viable alterna- 
tive for that entrance would be placed 
right across from the Chick-fil-A driveway 
entrance, which is often inundated with 
customer traffic. 

The City Council is next expected to ad- 
dress the multi-layered dealership plan in 
late November.

Wednesday night in Los Angeles, Swift shut down 
The Grove, a bustling mall just south of Hollywood, and watched her performance in an 


auditorium alongside a star-studded audience of Adam Sandler, Mariska Hargitay, actor 


Julia Garner, "Queer Eye" co-host Karamo Brown, country star Maren Morris, singer 
Hayley Kiyoko and Bachelor Nation's Becca Tilley. 

It is massive, but nothing could exactly recreate the decibel-bursting exhilaration of a 
live music performance, particularly one at this scale. But in this format, Swift gets as 
close as possible — and for her, being an exception to the rule is par for the course. In a 
fractured, algorithmic music industry, Swift is a final exemplar of monoculture, a figure 
recognizable by most. And because of that fact, she's-able to fully communicate her power 


in a concert film with little to no dialogue. 


(That, admittedly, is something available to only her and Beyoncé, a superstar Swift 
has learned from and mirrored, in some ways. For example: Beyoncé limits traditional 
press appearances to instead present her own story in her own terms; Swift has begun to 
do the same. Relatedly, Bey will release a documentary chronicling her Renaissance 
World Tour, premiering at AMC theaters in North America on Dec. 1 in a similar agree- 


ment to Swift.) 


The success of Swift's concert film, too, has something to do with the setting of a the- 
ater. Her revealing 2020 documentary, "Miss Americana," was released to Netflix and 
meant to be absorbed with a kind of intimacy. The viewer is with her in the backseat-of 
car, listening to her incredible candor about the pressures of being Swift, and in a partic- 
ularly memorable moment, disordered eating. 

A very different viewing experience, "Taylor Swift: The Eras Tour" is meant to be en- 
joyed communally — a shout-along affair where fans in bespoke cosplay can dance and 
sing and film the screen on their smartphones, breaking the rules of the traditional movie- 
going experience. Strangers become friends. And all the while, feeling closer to Swift than 


ever before. 


"Taylor Swift: The Eras Tour," an AMC release, is rated PG-13 by the Motion Picture 
Association for some strong language and suggestive material. Running time: 168 minutes.
